TURKISH ATROCITIES. 
Ejnstein has claims on the scholarly 
reader, for has he not written a fine 
account of the influence of the 
Renaissance on England? Officially he is 
a member of the American Diplomatic 
Service, and he now presents us with the 
diary which he kept from April to Septem- 
ber, 1915—that is, during the Dardanelles 
Expedition. This diary is filled with in- 
teresting details, and it is evident that 
the author has made no attempt to revise 
it in the light of later knowledge. It has 
all the merit of a document kept from day 
to day, and reflects admirably life in Con- 
stantinople during part of 1915. One out- 
standing feature of it is the horrors of the 
Armenian persecution. We in the west 
are accustomed to dilate on the sufferings 
of Belgium, but Mr. Einstein convinces 
us that humanity justifies our continued 
intervention on the ground of the tortures 
inflicted by the Turks on the unhappy 
The author deliberately re- 
cords his opinion that this policy of exter 
mination remains without precedent for 
scientific cruelty and butchery.

Lord Lansdowne himself claims that the 
President's speech “contains passages 
which completely support the views I have 
endeavoured to express.” To some extent 
the claim is true, and we are not sur- 
prised that Lord Lansdowne should now 
try to make the most of it. Mr. Wilson 
agrees with him in wanting to end the war 
“ honourably,”’ in wanting to give the Ger- 
man people évery opportunity to purge 
their guilt, and in repudiating the idea of 
an economic boycott after the war. It is 
ridiculous, however, for Lord Lansdowne, 
or for anybody else, to p that the 
main positions of the letter the speech 
are not utterly irreconcilable.” There is 
convincing reason for Mr, Bonar Law's 
description of Lord Lansdowne’s letter as 
“most unfortunate” and Mr, Taft's de- 
scription of it as “ the poison of discourage- 
ment."’ There is convincing reason, too, 
for the almost universal acceptance, here 
and in the United States, of Mr, Wilson's 
speech as a magnificent stimulus to the 


courage and endurance of the Grand 
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Alliance. The essential difference. between 
the speech and the letter “is this—that 
Lord Lansdowne is willing to make peace 
with the present masters of Germany, 
while Mr. Wilson recognises that such 4 
peace would mean defeat for the Allies and 
would be the prelude to another, and even 
more terrible, war. The whole tone of 
Lord Lansdowne’s letter indicates that he 
is prepared to enter into “ an international 
pact’’ with tne existing German Govern 
ment. Mr. Wilson insists that the present 
German Government—‘‘a thing without 
conscience or honour or capacity for 
covenanted peace —must be crushed. 
Lord Lansdowne would make peace with 
Prussian militarism. For Mr. Wilson the 
final destruction of Prussian militarism 1s 
an indispensable condition of peace. The 
one seems to regard that destruction as an 
“unattainable desideratum.’’ The other 


| realises that until it is attained the world 


cannot be safe for democracy. 

Those who ask whether they cannot en- 
dorse simultaneously Lord Lansdowne’s 
position and Mr. Wilsons position may 
not accept their answer from us, but, per- 
haps, they will accept it from the British 
Government. Sir Edward Carson declared 
yesterflay, in his speech at the London 
Mansion House, that, if the war is, indeed, 
settled by a compromise with Prussian 
militatism, the present Government will be 
no party to that compromise. In his 
forcible and simple way he tore to shreds 
the diplomatic language in which Lord 
Lansdowne enveloped his meaning. Lord 
Lansdowne and President Wilson agree in 
desiring that after this war the peace of 
the world and the rights of small nation- 
alities shall be secured by a League of 
Nations. Sir Edward Carson pointed out 
that a mighty League of Nations exists to- 
day, but has failed utterly to secure either 
of these objects. The whole world is at 
war; Belgium and Serbia have been 
trampled in the mire. The League has 
failed because one great Power has defied 
it, and has defied at the same time all the 
sanctions of our slowly-builded civilisa- 
tion. This defiance—so far successful— 
has been made possible by a form of 
government in Germany which has com- 
bined the highest military efficiency with 
a systematic demoralisation of the 
character and ideals of the German people. 
So long as that system survives, its future 
results will be the same as its present 
results. If we make a peace which will 
leave Prussian militarism enthroned at 
Berlin, Vienna, and Constantinople—and,

The question of Irish redistribution is at 
last about to be settled in a rational way. 
After a long and heated wrangle in the 
House of Commons on Thursday night A 
provisional understanding on the subject 
was reached at a late hour, and yesterday 
Mr. Bonar Law announced that it had been 
ratified. A conference, under the pres)- 
dency of the Speaker, consisting of two 
Unionist and two Nationalist members, 18 
to be established to consider the question 
of redistribution in Ireland. Its terms of 
reference propose to secure the equitable 
representation of all parts of the country in 
proportion to population. The existing 
clause in the Representation of the People 
Bill dealing with Irish redistribution has 
been withdrawn. Its place will be taken 
by the report of the conference, which is 
to be embodied in a new Bill and sub- 
mitted for the Royal assent at the same 
time as the main Bill. The Nationalist 
Press is jubilant over this outcome of its 
party's protests against the original plan. 
We do not grudge it any satisfaction which 
it may derive from the incident, but we 
really cannot see any occasion for it. The 
Nationalist Party has been entirely re- 
sponsible for the whole controversy. When 
the question of Irish redistribution was 
raised some weeks ago the exact scheme 
for an agreed settlement which has now 
been adopted was proposed to Mr. Red- 
mond. He refused w consider this solu- 
tion, or even to consider the plain merits 
of the case at all. Instead, he adopted an 
irreconcilable attitude which traversed the 
permanent constitutional postulate that 
any large extension of the franchise must 
be accompanied by redistribution. In this 
situation the Government had no option 
but to enforce that elementary principle 
by appointing an independent Irish 
Boundary Commission, which was in-

Hav- 
ing manceuvred itself into this absurd posi- 
tion, it proceeded to threaten the passage 
of the whole Bill, which the Government 
is anxious to pass 48 soon as possible, by 
its opposition to the Irish schedule. It has 
now, after wasting a gteat deal of Parlia- 
mentary time and provoking quite 
gratuitously a heated and most untimely 
controversy, saved its face by consenting 
to the arrangement for an agreed solution 
which was proposed at the outset. The 
principle for which Irish Unionists have 
all along been contending 15 that the exten- 
sion of the franchf¥e shall be accom- 
panied by redistribution. That principle, 
the justice of which he has never attempted 
seriously to dispute, Mr. Redmond has at 
last conceded. We are completely at a loss 
to understand why he did not concede it 
with a good grace at the beginning rather 
than with a bad grace at the end. So far 
as the details of redistribution are con- 
cerned, we are, of course, entirely in favour 
of the agreed solution which is now pro- 
posed. It is in the highest degree desir- 
able that a most mischievous and un 
necessary controversy shall be amicably 
closed while the Convention is sitting.

front. The enemy troo loudly manifested 
their satisfaction, and endeatour approach 
the Rumanian network system. The umanian 
troops maintained a reserved and dignified atti- 
tude, and rejected every attempt at fraterni- 
sation.” 

The Matin (Paris) contains a. statement of 
the Rumanian Minister in Paris, who said that 
the last message he had from Rumania, via 
Salonika, made it evident that the army of 
General Tcherbarcheff was stro ly contami- 
nated with “defeatism.” The only hope, said 
the Minister, rested in the indefatigable per- 
severance of the Rumanian Army. 

Interviewed by a correspondent of the FEr- 
eelsior to-day, M. Fieorescu, Vice-President of 
the Rumanian Chamber. said that M. Bra- 
tiano had acquainted the Allies with the exist- 
me desperate situation in Rumania. General 
Tcherbarcheff, he said, had informed the 
Government of the impossibility of keeping his 
regiments together. Russian detachments were 
abandoning the front without leave. Several 
Generals had been removad from their posts 
by Leninist soldiers. Rumanian Generals had 
pleaded with the Russians, pointing out the hor- 
rible nature of the crime which they weré com- 
mitting, but nothing could stop the flow of de- 
sertions. “What could the Rumanians do?” 
asked M. Florescu. To retreat to Russia, into 
the midst of a hostile people, was impossible. 
ey had resigned themselves, therefore, to an 
armistice. The Allies themselves ‘would r 
nise their inability to come to their aid, but all 
umania remained faithful to the cause of the 
Allies, and no separate peace would be made. 
Rumanians would not fall into the Austro- 
German trap. 

News transmitted through the wireless sta- 
tions of the Russian Government, 6th Decem- 
ber, 1917, contains the following note — 
To-day (December 6th) the People’s Commis- 
sary for Foreign Affairs has sent to all the Allied 
Embassies and Legations the following Note -— 
e negotiations opened bé the delegates of 
Germany, Austro-Hungary, Turkey, and Bul- 
garia on the one side, and the delegates of 
Russia on the other side, have been interrupted 
on the initiative of our delegation for a week, 
with the purpose of providing the opportunity 
during this period of informing the peoples and 
Governments of the Allied countries on the 
existence of such negotiations, and on their 
tendenev. From Russia’s side it has heen 
arranged to declare that the proposed armistice 
has for its object the preparation of a peace on 
a democratic basis, as expressed in ‘the mani- 
festo by the All-Russian Congress of the Coun- 
cils of the Workmen’s and Soldiers’ delegates. 
The armistice can be signed only under the 
conditions that the troops will not be sent from 
one part to another, and that the islands of the 
Moon sounds must be cleared by Germans.

THE CANADIAN DISASTER. 


The Montreal correspondent of the Daily Mail 
writes—The Halifax chief of police puts the 
deaths at over 2,000. Twenty-seven goods wag- 
gons full of bodies have been taken to the 
morgue, and more are being removed. The 
manager of the Dominion Atlantic Railway 
counted 25 railwaymen dead on the track be- 
tween Deepwater and Richmond. There were 
no troops at Halifax awaiting ombarkation. - 

A late telegram from Ottawa says :—Communi- 
cation has been opened with Halifax. Nearly 
one-half of the north end of the city was de 
stroyed, and great fires are raging. The dead 
are lying thick im the streets, and all hospitals 
are full to overflowing, many injured being com- 
pelled to walk about untreated. The latest esti- 
mate places the dead at 300 and the injured at 
over 1,000, but the figures are unofficial. 

The force of the explosion, says the Montreal 
correspondent of the Duily Telegraph, was felt 
eighty miles away. 


THE STRUGGLE FOR MONTE 
SISEMOL. 


An Italian semi-official report, circulated by 
wireless telegraph, says :—Monte Sisemol was 
an integral part of the Meletta positions, con- 
stituting its left flank, and Montes Tondareecar 
and Badenecche its right flank. Its defence 
was intended to be, and proved to be, an action 
aiming at retarding the advance of the enemy 
as far as it was possible to do so. The Italian 
defenders carried out their task energetically, 
fighting with forces double their own. The 
enemy employed a whole division composed of 
very fresh troops. The imminence of the at- 
tack had been made known to the Italians not 
only by the very violent bombardment, but 
also by one of their officers, who, captured by 
the Austrians, and taken to Asiago, had suc- 
ceeded im escaping and reaching the Italian 
lines. During his return he had been able to 
observe the enemy concentration and the 
movements in the direction of the Ronchi 
Valley. On these assemblages and columns 
in movements the Italian batteries had at once 
opened a most effective fire., About 1.30 p.m. 
the enemy infantry were launched against the 
Sisemol-Stenfle line. “Bix. times in succes- 
sion the waves of assault were broken up by 
our fire, and driven back in disorder by Italiar 
counter-attacks, made down the slopes of t 
Rowchi Valley. At the seventh attack the 
enemy succeeded in breaking this line, on the 
sl north of Monte Sisemol. Resistance was 
able to be continued briefly in thé semi-cireular 
redoubt crowning the summit, known as the 
Sisemol Summit.
